Election filing 
closed for 
partisan races

STANFORD — All was 
quiet on the election front at 
County Clerk Sonny 
Spoonamore’s office 

Tuesday as the 4 p.m. dead¬ 
line to file came and went 
without any last-minute 
attempts to file. 

But multiple people did 
file earlier in the day 
Tuesday, including a pair of 
Republicans who are run¬ 
ning for judge-executive. 

Here’s a final list of all 
2014 races local to Lincoln 
County: 

Judge-Executive 

Incumbent Democratic 
Judge-Executive Jimbo 
Adams will not face a pri¬ 
mary challenger, but three 
Republicans will compete 
for the chance to face him in 
the November general elec¬ 
tion. 

Adams, a former magis¬ 
trate, was elected to his first 
term as judge-executive in 
2010. In that race, Adams 
defeated incumbent Bill 
Demrow in a Democratic 
primary and then went on to 
win in a landslide against 
Republican challenger Jerry 
Lee Shelton. 

Shelton is in the judge- 
executive race again this 
year, along with fellow 
Republican contenders 
Phillip W. Russell and 
Stanford Police Detective 
Barry Allen. The three will 
face off in the May 20 pri¬ 
mary election. 

Sheriff 

2014 will be a rematch of 
2010 in the race for Lincoln 
County sheriff, as incumbent 
Republican Curt Folger 
faces Democratic challenger 
Chad Smith. 

Folger and Smith had a 
dramatic race in Lincoln 
County in 2010, according to 
Interior Journal archives, 
with the vote totals staying 
close until late into the tally¬ 
ing. In the end, Folger took 
14 of the county’s 17 dis¬ 
tricts and won by 770 votes.

Board of Ed secretary retiring after 28 years 

Minutes-keeper hardly minute 
in minds of board members

STANFORD — Things likely won’t look much differ¬ 
ent at the Lincoln County Board of Education’s February 
meeting. But there will be something different about the 
official meeting minutes: they won’t be recorded by Board 
Secretary Gail Isaacs. 

She’s held many different jobs during her 28 and a half 
years working for the school district, but for all of those 
years, Isaacs, who retires Friday, said she has had the job 
of typing up the board meeting minutes. 

“It’s kind of bitter-sweet. I think it’s the hardest decision 
I’ve ever made in my whole life,” said Isaacs, who cur¬ 
rently serves as secretary for the board of education and 
head of accounts payable for the district. 

Isaacs first began working for the school district in the 
mid 1980s as a bookkeeper for HeadStart and a phone

Deputy saves 
man from 
burning truck

STANFORD — A 
Nicholasville man was saved 
from a burning car by a 
Lincoln County deputy sher¬ 
iff moments before authori¬ 
ties say he could have per¬ 
ished in the blaze early 
Saturday morning. 

Lincoln County Sheriff 
Curt Folger said when 
Deputy John Williams 
arrived at the scene of a 
burning pickup truck along 
U.S. 27 near the Garrard 
County line, the vehicle was 
nearly entirely consumed by 
flames. 

But Williams was able to 
get the driver, 49-year-old 
Dwayne Nave, whose leg 
had been pinned under the 
dashboard, free from the 
vehicle, according to official 
accounts. 

Folger said the wreck hap¬ 
pened when Nave’s GMC 
truck traveled off the road 
some time before 2 a.m. and 
collided with a tree, at which 
point the vehicle caught on 
fire. 

Williams said he and 
another deputy arrived on 
the scene two minutes after 
Bluegrass 911 dispatched a 
large number of emergency 
agencies to a report of a man 
entrapped in a vehicle on 
fire.

School board 
looks to cut 
up to $300K

STANFORD — The 
Lincoln County School 
District should cut as much 
as $300,000 from its general 
fund budget for next fiscal 
year, Superintendent Karen 
Hatter recommended last 
Thursday. 

A cut of at least $179,500 
in expenditures is needed to 
cover rising costs and break 
even, Hatter told board 
members during a working 
board meeting. Cutting as 
much as $300,000 could pro¬ 
vide a buffer against growing 
costs in the future or “free up 
some money” for other 
improvements such as 
instructional resources or 
computers, Hatter said. 

The recommended cuts 
aren’t as drastic as had been 
anticipated last year, when 
Hatter said the district might 
need to cut as much as $1.6 
million over three years in 
order to remain on solid 
financial footing. 

Instead, painful cuts the 
board made for this year’s 
budget and even bigger cuts 
made year before have 
already helped stabilize the 
district’s general fund, Hatter 
said.

Sunday, Jan. 26, but Pleasant 
View had church. We had 
several visitors from other 
churches with us because of 
that. We were glad to have 
them visit and welcome 
them again. 

With the presence of the 
Holy Spirit, warm fellow¬ 
ship, wonderful music, and a 
riveting sermon, an almost 
full sanctuary enjoyed the 
morning. 

Bro. Kyle’s message was 
from Luke 3:15-21 and com¬ 
pleted the series on 
Repentance. To go along 
with Bro. Matthew’s state¬ 
ment of lighting a fire, Bro. 
Kyle talked about the 10 top 
fiery disasters in the world. 
The one Bro. Kyle focused 
on was the 1616 London fire. 
Coming after the many 
deaths in the city by the 
plague, the fire was one that 
cleansed the city of all the 
pestilence. 

The three points of his 
message were the fire of 
sanctification, the fire of 
final judgment, and the fire 
of persecution. 

Sanctification is being set 
apart, being away from any¬ 
thing that competes with 
Jesus, growing in Jesus or 
submitting or surrendering 
everything to Jesus. The 
most important thing about 
being a leader is to point to 
away from self. This was 
very true about John the 
Baptist. His life, while not 
about him, was all about 
readying the world for Jesus. 
John baptized with water, 
but Jesus baptized with the 
Holy Spirit and fire. “We 
need to be caught up with the 
Creator, not what He creat¬ 
ed,” cautioned Bro. Kyle. 

The fire of final judgment 
(v. 17) is the separation of the 
wheat from the chaff. Jesus 
sees the heart while John 
saw the person. Thus, Jesus 
sees the true repentance and 
heartfelt desires to do God’s 
will. 

The fire of persecution (v. 
18-20) pointed to the time 
John the Baptist was put into 
prison. He had preached 
about God and the sinful 
way King Herod was living. 
To shut him up, King Herod 
put him into prison, and later 
John the Baptist’s head was 
required. He was persecuted 
as were many of the disci¬ 


ples. Peoples in foreign 
countries are being persecut¬ 
ed today because of their 
proclamation of Jesus. 

Bro. Kyle concluded his 
sermon by saying, 
“Repentance is hard to do, 
but only Jesus can deliver 
and make us new.”

The report came in from Anthony Jones and 
Donavon Dunson, two “good Samaritans” 
who saw the car on fire as they were passing 
by and ran to it to see if anyone was inside, 
Williams said. 

Jones, of Garrard County, and Dunson, of 
Casey County, succeeded in getting Nave par¬ 
tially out of the vehicle but couldn’t free him 
all the way, Williams said. 

“They actually grabbed hold of the top of 
the door ... and bent it back in an attempt to 
pry the door open,” he said. “When we arrived 
on the scene, the subject was hanging outside 
the vehicle, outside the cab, his leg was 
trapped under the dash and the interior of the 
vehicle was completely involved in flames." 

Williams sent his partner for a fire extin¬ 
guisher so they could try to keep the flames 
from overtaking Nave. While the other deputy 
was grabbing the fire extinguisher, Williams 
said he reached into the vehicle to check and 
see if Nave’s leg was still intact, which it was. 

“I just grabbed him around the upper torso 
and grabbed his leg and jerked really hard and 
he came loose and we fell to the ground,” 
Williams said. 

Fireproof overalls and boots that Nave was 
wearing from his job probably helped prevent 
the flames from killing him before he was 
freed, Williams said. 

The two deputies and a Stanford police offi¬ 
cer pulled Nave a safe distance from the vehi- 


Timeline of Events 

Lincoln County Deputy John Williams pro¬ 
vided a blow-by-blow of the times when every¬ 
thing happened at the scene Saturday: 

• 2:02 a.m.: A call comes in to Bluegrass 
911 reporting a vehicle on fire with a person 
trapped inside. 

• 2:04 a.m.: Bluegrass 911 dispatches 
Lincoln County deputies, Garrard County 
deputies, Lancaster police, Stanford police 
and EMS to the scene. 

• 2:06 a.m.: Lincoln County deputies arrive 
on the scene; Stanford police arrive "a few 
seconds" later. 

• 2:07 a.m.: Lincoln County firefighters from 
Station 1 arrive on the scene. 

• 2:10 a.m.: Stanford EMS personnel arrive 
on the scene and begin treating the victim. 

cle. Less than five minutes after the deputies 
had first gotten to the scene, Stanford EMS 
personnel arrived and began caring for Nave, 
Williams said. 

Stanford EMS Director Ashley Powell con¬ 
firmed Stanford EMS personnel treated a 
patient who had been pulled from a burning 
car. The patient suffered “multiple injuries” 
and was driven to the Fort Logan Hospital 
helipad, where he was airlifted to the 
University of Kentucky Chandler Medical 
Center, Powell said. 

Nave was listed in fair condition early 
Monday, according to UK hospital spokes¬ 
woman Julie Phillips. 


Williams said alcohol did not appear to be a 
factor in the wreck. “He works nights and he 
may have fallen asleep,” Williams said. 

Williams said area emergency agencies reg¬ 
ularly participate in disaster training and the 
quick response times seen Saturday were due 
in part to that training. 

“This individual was transported to Fort 
Logan within 15 minutes from the time the 
call came in,” Williams said. “You couldn’t 
have written it on paper any better.” 

Nave is a veteran of emergency services 
organizations in the area. He has served as a 
Lancaster firefighter, a police officer and a 
deputy coroner. He has also worked as direc¬ 
tor of the state’s Chemical Stockpile 
Emergency Preparedness Program. 

His public service career ended shortly 
after he killed Parksville resident Willard 
Quinn on April 29, 2007, while driving a 
county-owned vehicle. Nave was under the 
influence of marijuana and alcohol. Quinn 
also was drunk at the time of the crash, which 
seriously injured his passenger, Kevin Reed. 
Garrard County settled a lawsuit for $2.1 mil¬ 
lion to Quinn’s former wife, Donna Moore, on 
behalf of their son, Justin. 

Originally charged with murder, first- 
degree assault and driving under the influ¬ 
ence, Nave pleaded guilty to reckless homi¬ 
cide, fourth-degree assault and first-offense 
DUI. He was sentenced to five years in prison 
in July 2009.

receptionist. She has seen the district 
offices move twice during her career, 
once from Somerset Street to U.S. 27, 
and then again to the current location 
on Danville Street. 

Over the years, Isaacs said her job 
duties changed many times and she 
would often take on new work. 

“I’ve done a little bit of everything,” 
she said. 

Isaacs became assistant to the board 
secretary in 1993 and has been secre¬ 
tary for the board of education since 
2000. Board members expressed their 
gratitude to Isaacs at her final board 
meeting Jan. 23 with a Lincoln 
County Patriot Award and a special 
bracelet, picked out by board 
Chairman Jim Kelley — who admit¬ 
ted he needed female help to make 
sure he chose something nice. 

“You’ve been a lifesaver,” Kelley 
told Isaacs as she was presented with 
her mementos. 

“I’ve enjoyed every year of it, I 
really have,” Isaacs said. “This was 
the hardest decision Eve ever had to 
make was to leave this place, it almost 
is like I’m giving my child away. 

“You’ve been great to me and I real¬ 
ly appreciate it. Eve loved the job.” 

Board member Denny Hogue 
jovially commended Isaacs for putting 
up with the board members for so 
long. 

“That’s a good analogy about giv¬ 
ing the child away because we’re all 
pretty child-like,” Hogue joked. 

Kelley said he’s been on the board 
long enough to have seen a few differ¬ 
ent board secretaries but “even 
though they were good, (Isaacs) is the 
best.” 

“She’s a very loyal person. You can 
trust her with your deepest darkest 
secrets,” Kelley said. “She’s an 
upstanding Christian lady and it’s 
been our privilege to have you as our 
board secretary.” 

Superintendent Karen Hatter said 
Isaacs has been “a real asset” to the 
district, managing all the purchase 
orders and then serving the board 
members as their secretary as well. 

“We will miss her very much. It’s 
like family because we’ve all worked 
here together for a long time,” Hatter 
said. “You’re happy for the person 
but you’re sad for yourself and for 
the office.” 

Due to a continuing need to make 
budget cuts, Hatter said Isaacs’ posi¬ 
tions with the district will not be 
rehired. Instead, her expense-account 
duties will be divvied up among the 
rest of the district office staff. Hatter 
and District Finance Officer Marsha 
Abel will take over the board secre¬ 
tary duties. 

Hatter said Isaacs choice to retire 
was made more difficult by the fact 
she knows she’ll be leaving her work 
for others in the office to pick up, but 
she’s already training her replace¬ 
ments so they’re prepared. 

Isaacs said her thoughts will 
always be with the school district. 

“I know it will be fine. They’ve got 
good leadership, good people, good 
teachers,” she said. “I’ll still be sup¬ 
porting it, even though I won’t be 
here every day." 

Once she’s done on Friday, Isaacs 
said she intends to take an intention¬ 
al, three-month hiatus where she 
doesn’t do anything. 

“Em going to go to my grandkids’ 
ball games and just enjoy myself,” 
she said. “After the three months are 
up, I don’t know. Em going to see 
what happens."

“All of the things that we 
did ... the increases in 
taxes and the cuts that 
we’ve made resulted in that 
we kept our carryover sta¬ 
ble,” Hatter said. “Are we 
out of the woods? Have we 


turned the ship? ... I don’t 
think we’ve turned it all 
the way yet.” 

Data from Hatter shows 
the school district’s begin¬ 
ning balance has been 
above $5 million now for 
the past four years. 
Hatter’s worst-case-sce¬ 
nario projections last year 


predicted the district could 
run out of money in three 
to four years without cor¬ 
rective action. 

Board members did not 
discuss any specific ideas 
for where cuts could be 
made, but Chairman Jim 
Kelley said after two years 
of cutting teaching posi¬ 


tions, he wants to take jobs 
off the table of options. 

“We’ve already taken out 
all the teachers we proba¬ 
bly need to so it’s got to 
come from somewhere 
else,” Kelley said. 

To help decide where to 
cut and where to spend, 
Hatter gave board mem¬ 


bers a “needs assessment” 
document that lists the top 
areas where district princi¬ 
pals would like to see 
spending from the general 
fund in the next fiscal year. 

Topping the list are 
“instructional resources — 
other than textbooks” and 
“instructional computer 


programs.” Computers and 
other technology upgrades 
feature prominently among 
the top 10 priorities. 

Hatter said cuts made in 
other areas by the board 
could allow the district to 
tackle some of those needs 
expressed by the princi¬ 
pals.

As the Lincoln County Board of Education prepares its 
budget for the coming fiscal year, Superintendent Karen 
Hatter has surveyed Lincoln County’s principals to get a list 
of priorities for spending in the next school year.

An encouraging word 

An indomitable 
spirit within

Groundhog Day is 
almost here. That whimsi¬ 
cal event happens each 
year on the second day of 
February when the sun in 
its annual journey north¬ 
ward has reached the 
halfway point between the 
winter solstice and the 
vernal equinox. 

This special day, little 
more than a humorous 
look at midwinter, is 
deeply rooted in folklore. 
For centuries, the badger, 
known by some as the 
sacred bear, was a prog¬ 
nosticator of weather in 
European folklore. Then, 
in the eighteenth century 
in Pennsylvania, the 
ground hog replaced the 
badger and became the 
prognosticator. 

According to folklore, 
the ground hog awakes on 
the second day of 
February after a long peri¬ 
od of hibernation and 
leaves the comfort of its 
den to look around. If the 
sun is shining and the 
ground hog sees its shad¬ 
ow, the little brown mar¬ 
mot returns to the comfort 
of its den and sleeps 
through another six weeks 
of bad weather that is sure 
to come. On the other 


hand, if the day is cloudy 
and the ground hog does 
not see its shadow, it 
remains outside its den to 
enjoy the next six weeks 
of pretty weather that is 
ahead. 

That bit of folklore may 
not be completely reliable 
as a prognostication of 
weather for the remaining 
days of winter, but one 
thing is sure: At this point 
in time, snow may be 
whirling across the coun¬ 
tryside, the north wind 
may be howling around 
the corner of the house, 
and it may be colder than 
normal, but the days are 
getting longer and the 
average daily temperature 
is gradually getting 
warmer. Winter is half 
over, and spring is only 
six weeks ahead. 
Sunshine and pretty days 
are just around the corner. 

Most folk don’t take 
Groundhog Day seriously; 
it’s just a light-hearted 
look at winter boredom. 
But it is a powerful 
reminder of an important 
fact: There is an 

indomitable spirit within 
the human heart that looks 
beyond the moment with 
hope believing that better 
things are ahead.

Beshear's budget has good, bad news 


The top issue of the 2014 
Regular Session started its 
journey this past week, as 
Governor Steve Beshear 
laid out his thoughts and 
ideas for a new two-year 
budget for the 
Commonwealth. 

Education, which a 
majority of members in the 
General Assembly view as 
in dire need of more 
money, would receive an 
additional $71 million in 
the first year of the budget, 
Fiscal Year 2015, and $118 
million in Fiscal Year 2016 
under the Governor’s pro¬ 
posed budget. It also pro¬ 
vides nearly $48 million for 
items like textbooks, pro-

fessional development, 
extended school services, 
and school safety. It also 
allots $ 18 million per year 
to expand pre-school serv¬ 
ices, and $111 million over 
two years toward the Child 
Care Assistance Program. 

The Governor’s budget 
wish list also provides rais¬ 
es for teachers: two percent 
in FY2015, and one percent 
in FY2016, and raises for 
state employees which uses 
a staggered formula of five 
percent salary raises for the 



lowest paid employees and 
one percent for the highest 
in the first year, and one 
percent overall the second 
year. And it provides $7 
million for employee raises 
in the judicial branch. 

His budget address also 
includes funds for improve¬ 
ments within our communi¬ 
ty and technical college 
system, economic develop¬ 
ment, and road projects like 
completion of widening I- 
65, and extending the four- 
lane section of the 
Mountain Parkway from 
Campton to Prestonsburg. 

But for all the good 
news, there is also bad 
news. The Governor pro¬ 


poses increased funding in 
these and other areas by 
cutting most agency budg¬ 
ets five percent, and the 
Kentucky State Police and 
higher universities budgets 
by 2.5 percent. By adding 
the five percent, most state 
agencies have seen a 41 
percent cut in the last eight 
years. 

And the Governor also 
proposes bonding a com¬ 
bined $1.96 billion to 
cover the increased spend¬ 
ing. The problem is it not 
only continues the issue of 
borrowing and spending 
that has plagued state gov¬ 
ernment for many years, 
but the fact that Kentucky 


has the third worst bond 
rating in the nation. I 
believe most Kentuckians 
would not support this idea 
in the face of continued 
slow growth in our econo¬ 
my. 

The Governor’s proposed 
budget is not set in stone, 
and it will undergo many 
changes in the House and 
Senate before a final ver¬ 
sion is reached. What we 
do know is unless we begin 
taking the bold steps to 
make our Commonwealth 
more business friendly, like 
taking up comprehensive 
tax reform, our budget and 
people will continue to suf¬ 
fer.

Legislators plow 
on through 
bad weather 


After observing Martin 
Futher King, Jr. Day last 
Monday, the Fegislature 
went back to work. 

Fast Tuesday was a sig¬ 
nificant day as Senate 
President Pro Tern Katie 
Stine, the highest ranking 
female in the General 
Assembly, became the first 
woman legislator to preside 
over the joint session of the 
Kentucky General 
Assembly during which 
Governor Beshear present¬ 
ed his proposed budget. I 
commend Senate President 
Robert Stivers for handing 
the gavel to Sen. Stine and 
enabling the historic occa¬ 
sion. 

Fast Wednesday, a major 
infrastructure project was 
proposed by Governor 
Beshear and United States 
Congressman Hal Rogers 
to expand broadband serv¬ 
ice in Kentucky. The plan 
would combine $60 million 
in state bonds and $40 mil¬ 
lion from federal and pri¬ 
vate sources to fund broad¬ 
band internet expansion 
across the Commonwealth. 
Specifically, 3,000 miles of 
fiber infrastructure would 
be laid in eastern Kentucky 
and throughout the rest of 
the state over the next three 
years. 

Eater that day, I was 
honored to introduce my 
former boss, Congressman 
Rogers to fellow Senators 
in the Senate Chamber. He 
reminded us that we are 
statesmen and as such we 
must work on issues that 
affect all of Kentucky. I 
hope this becomes a mantra 
for all legislators as we 
work together to move 
Kentucky forward. 

Despite the hazardous 
weather and somewhat 
dangerous road conditions, 
the Senate plowed ahead, 
passing bills brought to the 
floor during the week. 
Among the bills passed 
was Senate Bill 27, a meas¬ 
ure that moves all elections 
of constitutional officers to 
even-numbered years. This 
bill, of which I am a co-

sponsor, saves local and 
state government millions 
of dollars by combining 
elections. These funds can 
be used for education, pub¬ 
lic protection or infrastruc¬ 
ture and be put to better 
use. Also, the move will 
help engage more citizens 
in choosing constitutional 
officers with higher voter 
turnout. 

In addition, Senate Bill 
4, a bill I also co-sponsor, 
passed the Senate 
Thursday without opposi¬ 
tion. This legislation pro¬ 
vides a onetime election 
for members to base their 
pensions on their legisla¬ 
tive work only, rather than 
on a high salaried position 
such as a judgeship or 
executive appointment that 
they may pursue in their 
final years of service. I am 
proud that I have opted out 
of the legislative retire¬ 
ment plan. 

Another piece of legisla¬ 
tion that I co-sponsor, 
Senate Bill 3, is a measure 
that requires a face-to-face 
consultation with a physi¬ 
cian or designee prior to an 
abortion procedure. I was 
pleased this bill passed the 
Senate. Making sure 
patients receive the valu¬ 
able information regarding 
the medical procedure 
ensures they understand 
any health risks, and 
allows them an audience 
for questions and answers.

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Should corporations 
have religious freedom? 


If you thought Citizens 
United — the 2010 Supreme 
Court decision upholding free 
speech rights for corporations 
— was controversial, you 
haven’t seen anything yet. 

In March, the high court 
will hear arguments in two 
linked cases — Sebelius v. 
Hobby Fobby Stores, Inc. and 
Conestoga Wood Specialties 
Corp. v. Sebelius — that will 
require the justices to deter¬ 
mine whether corporations 
have religious freedom rights 
under the First Amendment. 

At first blush, corporate 
religious freedom may strike 
many people as absurd. After 
all, as one judge put it, corpo¬ 
rations “don’t pray, worship 
or observe sacraments.” 

But like most First 
Amendment conundmms, the 
questions raised by religious 
freedom claims from private 
businesses are complicated 
and contentious — and the 
answers will have profound 
implications for defining the 
future of religious liberty in 
America. 

Both cases before the 
Supreme Court involve chal¬ 
lenges to a provision of the 
Affordable Care Act requiring 
for-profit businesses to pro¬ 
vide coverage for contracep¬ 
tion in health insurance plans. 

Hobby Fobby and 
Conestoga Wood are private 
companies owned by deeply 
religious families — evangel¬ 
ical and Mennonite respec¬ 
tively — who believe that life 
begins at conception. On 
grounds of religious con¬ 
science, they cannot offer

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employees insurance plans 
that cover certain types of 
birth control (e.g., the “morn¬ 
ing after” pill). Refusal to do 
so, however, subjects them to 
millions of dollars in fines. 

Both corporations sued on 
the grounds that the contra¬ 
ception mandate violates their 
free exercise of religion under 
the First Amendment and the 
Religious Freedom 
Restoration Act (a law passed 
by Congress in 1993 to 
“restore” free exercise protec¬ 
tions that many believed the 
Supreme Court had unduly 
restricted in a 1990 decision, 
Employment Division v. 
Smith). 

The threshold question for 
the justices is whether these 
businesses have standing to 
make a religious freedom 
claim. 

Does the First 

Amendment’s Free Exercise 
clause apply to for-profit cor¬ 
porations, and, if so, are such 
corporations “persons” for 
purposes of the Religious 
Freedom Restoration Act 
(RFRA)? 

Appellate courts have 
given conflicting answers. 
According to the U.S. Court 
of Appeals for the 10th 
Circuit, companies like 
Hobby Fobby may assert free 
exercise claims. But the U.S. 


Court of Appeals for the 3rd 
Circuit reached the opposite 
conclusion, mling, “a for- 
profit, secular corporation 
cannot engage in the exercise 
of religion.” 

Corporations, of course, are 
often treated as “persons” for 
legal purposes. And non-prof¬ 
it religious corporations — 
congregations, parishes, chari¬ 
ties and the like — have long 
been able to assert religious 
freedom claims under the 
First Amendment. But until 
now, the Supreme Court has 
never considered whether for- 
profit corporations have reli¬ 
gious freedom rights. 

The answer, I would argue, 
should not turn on the “profit” 
versus “non-profit” distinc¬ 
tion, but rather on the princi¬ 
ples and policies that guide 
the operation of the business. 

Hobby Fobby, for example, 
commits to “honoring the 
Ford in all we do by operat¬ 
ing the company in a manner 
consistent with Biblical prin¬ 
ciples.” And Conestoga Wood 
is operated entirely by a fami¬ 
ly of devout Mennonites who 
“integrate their faith into their 
daily lives, including their 
work,” according to court 
documents. 

It should not be difficult to 
determine when corporations 
have policies that articulate a 
commitment to religious prin¬ 
ciples and practices that seek 
to apply those principles. Few 
corporations would qualify, 
but those that do should have 
corporate free-exercise rights. 

Making money, in and of 
itself, shouldn’t define a busi¬ 


ness as “secular.” Religious 
people should be free to enter 
the world of business without 
giving up their right to reli¬ 
gious freedom — as long as 
the business they mn is clear¬ 
ly committed to their religious 
principles and objectives. 

Recognition of free-exer¬ 
cise rights for these and simi¬ 
lar companies would not, 
however, settle the question 
of whether these corporations 
are entitled to an exemption 
from the contraception man¬ 
date. But it would require the 
government to apply RFRA 
by demonstrating a com¬ 
pelling state interest — and 
no less restrictive way of 
achieving that interest — 
before denying the exemp¬ 
tion. 

With all the complications 
corporate religious freedom 
may bring — finding alterna¬ 
tive ways to provide contra¬ 
ception coverage, for exam¬ 
ple, if Hobby Fobby and 
Conestoga win an exemption 
under RFRA — the benefits 
to a free society far outweigh 
the costs. 

When people of faith chose 
to live out that faith in the 
world of business, they 
should not be put to what the 
Supreme Court once called 
“the cmel choice” between 
following their God and mak¬ 
ing a profit.

Electrical fire damages empty house in Moreland

MORELAND — No one 
was injured Monday morn¬ 
ing when an unoccupied 
house caught fire along 
Harris Creek Spur in west¬ 
ern Lincoln County. 


The fire was apparently 
caused by the house’s elec¬ 
tric furnace, which was 
located on the second floor, 
Lincoln County Fire Chief 
Danny Glass said. 

Glass said the furnace that 
was apparently the source of 
the fire burned a hole 


through the floor. 

“The unit was actually 
hanging from the ceiling (on 
the first floor),” he 
explained. 

“There was damage 
throughout the structure but 
the structure is still stand¬ 
ing,” Glass said. “I think it’s 


going to be repairable ... but 
I don’t determine that kind 
of thing myself.” 

Glass said the second 
story suffered the most 
severe damage from the fire. 

The house was unoccu¬ 
pied and no one was 
injured. Glass said the 


house hasn’t been lived in 
since 2009. 

The owner had shut the 
water off to the structure but 
kept the electricity on for 
the furnace so that furniture 
inside wouldn’t be damaged 
by extreme temperatures, 
Glass said. 


More than 30 firefighters 
from around Lincoln 
County responded to the 
scene, Glass estimated. It 
took them several hours to 
put out the fire and clear the 
scene. 

“Every station I had was 
on-scene,” Glass said.

rally. Sarah Ashley and

scored 16 points, pushed in 
back-to-back baskets to open 
the fourth quarter and put 
Southwestern up 56-50. The 
two teams traded trips to the 
free-throw line over the next 
three minutes, but a 4-for-4 
stint by the Lady Patriots 
and a Tiandra Hocker layup 
off a Lady Warrior turnover 
helped close the gap to 58- 
56 with just 2:11 remaining. 

That would be as close as 
Lincoln (11-8) would get 
down the stretch. The Lady 
Patriots, who shot 43 percent 
from the field (10-for-23) the 
first half, struggled offen¬ 
sively the second half. 
Lincoln was just 8-for-28 
over the second and third 
quarters to finish at 35 per¬ 
cent (18-for-51) overall and 
got just 2 of 8 shot attempts 
to fall in the final two min¬ 
utes of the game. 

“We had some good looks. 
Fortunately they’ve fallen 
for us earlier in the season, 
but they didn’t fall tonight,” 
said McWhorter. 

Southwestern, which shot 
well throughout the game, 
going 22-for-44 from the 
field, took only one shot 
attempt in the final two min¬ 
utes, icing the win at the foul 
line. 

Fitzgerald sank two free 
throws with 56.3 seconds to 
play, Molden knocked down 
two more with 41.8 showing 
then Brittany Combs picked 
up one free throw toss to 
give Southwestern a 63-56 
lead with 28.8 seconds left. 

Spencer Sims broke up the 
Southwestern scoring with 
back-to-back buckets, then 
Adison Corder, who finished 
with 16 points, tallied her 
last two points at the line to 
seal the win. 

“They did a good job of 
stepping up and knocking 
down their free throws or we 
could have maybe kept cut¬ 
ting into their lead and the 
outcome might have been 
different,” McWhorter said. 

Southwestern relied on its 
shooting from the field and 
not the free-throw line to 
post an early lead. Corder 
knocked down seven of her 
16 points in the first quarter 
to help the Lady Warriors to 
a 14-9 lead over the Lady 
Patriots. 

Hocker, who had a game- 
high 21 points, kept pace for 
Lincoln by scoring seven of 


the Lady Patriots’ nine first- 
quarter points. The 5-9 cen¬ 
ter earned all of her early 
points by powering her way 
between Southwestern’s 6-1 
centers Dylana Fothergill 
and Elisabeth Latham. 

“It’s tough when they’ve 
got twin towers inside and 
our tallest person is 5-9,” 
McWhorter said. “They’ve 
got size on the inside that 
hurt us. Their size made it a 
challenge, but we’ve faced 
that before and I’d like to see 
us to continue to overcome 
that.” 

Fitzgerald and Latham tal¬ 
lied early in the second quar¬ 
ter to extend the 
Southwestern lead to 18-11, 
but Lincoln would come 
charging back, opening the 
rally with a 7-0 run. Hocker 
got the run started with a free 
throw toss, Cristin Hall, who 
had 11 points, then followed 
with a 3-pointer and Sims, 
who finished with 15 points, 
closed with a three-point 
play to even the score at 18- 
18 with 5:05 left in the first 
half. 

There would be six ties in 
the second quarter as 
Lincoln outscored 

Southwestern 21-16 to dead¬ 
lock the game at 30-all at the 
half. Jaylynn Lester and 
Sims both forced ties with 3- 
point goals, Kelsi Honaker 
and Hall both knotted the 
game with inside buckets 
and Hocker made it 30-30 
with two free throws. 

Fitzgerald had seven 
points for Southwestern in 
the second period. 

“We’ve got to get to where 
we don’t dig ourselves that 
hole in the first half, where 
we keep it even or we get the 
lead and then we try to stay 
on top or continue to extend 
a lead,” said McWhorter.

Take caution to prevent 
carbon monoxide poisoning

According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention, more than 500 
individuals in the United 
States die each year from 
unintentional carbon 

monoxide poisoning. 

Carbon monoxide is an 
odorless and colorless gas 
found in the emissions of 
fireplaces, gas stoves, water 
heaters, kerosene heaters, 
furnaces and boilers. 

If you typically use a gen¬ 
erator during the winter 
months or have a fireplace, 
kerosene heater or gas stove 
inside your home, it’s 
important for you to be 
aware of the dangers of car¬ 
bon monoxide in order to 
prevent poisoning from this 
gas. 

Symptoms of carbon 
monoxide poisoning can 
easily be confused with the 


flu. Those symptoms 
include a bad headache, 
fatigue, nausea, dizziness or 
confusion. Severe symp¬ 
toms include vomiting, loss 
of consciousness, heart 
irregularity and breathing 
difficulties. Symptoms can 
vary widely based on the 
exposure level, duration and 
the health and age of an 
individual. 

An individual’s risk for 
carbon monoxide poisoning 
can be reduced by: 

•Having a carbon monox¬ 
ide detector installed on 
each level of the home, 
especially near sleeping 
areas. 

•Allowing gas appliances 
to be installed only by a 
qualified professional. 

•Using only appliances 
that vent fumes outside. 

•Using an unvented fuel¬ 
burning space heater only 


when someone is awake to 
monitor it. 

•Avoiding the use of a gas 
range or oven to heat a 
home. 

•Avoiding the use of a 
charcoal grill inside a home. 

•Not leaving a vehicle’s 
motor running while parked 
in an enclosed garage. 

•Turning on the exhaust 
fan over a gas stove when 
using it. 

•Making sure the fire¬ 


place flues are open during 
use. 

•Asking a qualified serv¬ 
ice technician to annually 
inspect gas furnaces, water 
heaters, clothes, dryers, 
fireplaces and flues.

Family participation in 
preschool program is important

Research underscores 
the importance of a strong 
partnership between each 
represented family and the 
early childhood program. 
Strong family-school con¬ 
nections can be formed 
through family participa¬ 
tion in preschool-based 
activities and regular com¬ 
munication between fami¬ 
lies and teachers. 

Participation might 
include attending family- 
teacher conferences, 
extended class visits, and 
helping with class activi¬ 
ties. Such participation has 
been linked positively to 
child language; self-help; 
and social, motor, adaptive, 


and basic school skills. 

Ms. Shanda and Ms. 
Lisa, preschool teachers at 
Crab Orchard Elementary, 
are working to build strong 
family-school relation¬ 
ships. River’s Dad, Than 
Wallin, was invited to read, 
“Daddy Makes the Best 
Spaghetti”. Mr. Wallin 
used many of the strategies 
promoted in Early 
Childhood training classes. 
He asked the children 
questions about their own 
experiences to help them 
relate to the story. He wait¬ 
ed for answers and 
acknowledged the child’s 
response by repeating the 
comment and adding more 
information. The children 
were attentive, responsive 
to the story, and excited to 


participate in the culminat¬ 
ing activity. After much 
brainstorming and problem 
solving centered on the 
making of spaghetti and 
tomato sauce, the children 
got to make spaghetti and 
enjoy the finished product 
along with their school 
lunch. 

Parents are encouraged 
to not just read the words, 
but engage their children 
when reading to them. 
Some easy tips include: 
Introduce new words by 
explaining, pointing to pic¬ 
tures, using facial expres¬ 
sions, or changing the tone 
of voice. Ask open-ended 
questions (e.g. “What do 
you think will happen 
next?” and How would you 
feel if that happened to 


you?”) Encourage children 
to recall the important 
events of a story (e.g. “Do 
you remember what hap¬ 
pened when the roof blew 
on the house of straw?”) 
Omit a word at the end of a 
sentence when reading a 
highly predictable book, 
and encourage the child to 
fill in the missing word or 
words 

When parents take an 
interest in the educational 
experiences it demon¬ 
strates to the child the 
value they place in school¬ 
ing. Not only can strong 
family-school connections 
promote positive gains dur¬ 
ing the preschool years, but 
research shows that the 
benefits extend well into 
the future.

The United States Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) and City Of 
Stanford Water Works, are con¬ 
cerned about lead in your drinking 
water. Although most homes have 
very low levels of lead in their drink¬ 
ing water, some homes in the com¬ 
munity have lead levels above the 
EPA action level of 15 parts per billion 
(ppb), or 0.015 milligrams of lead per 
liter of water (mg/L). Under Federal 
law we are required to have a pro¬ 
gram in place to minimize lead in 
your drinking water by June 30th, 
2014. 

This program includes: 

1. Corrosion control treatment (treat¬ 
ing the water to make it less likely 
that lead will dissolve into the water); 

2. Source water treatment (removing 
any lead that is in the water at the 
time it leaves our treatment facility); 
and 

3. A public education program. 

We are also required to replace the 
portion of each lead service line that 
we own if the line contributes lead 
concentrations of more than 15 ppb 
after we have completed the compre¬ 
hensive treatment program. If you 
have any questions about how we 
are carrying out the requirements of 
the lead regulation please give us a

This brochure also explains the sim¬ 
ple steps you can take to protect 
yourself by reducing your exposure to 
lead in drinking water. 

Important Information about Lead 
in Your Drinking Water 
City Of Stanford Water Dept, found 
elevated levels of lead in drinking 
water in some homes/buildings. Lead 
can cause serious health problems, 
especially for pregnant women and 
young children. Please read this 
information closely to see what you 
can do to reduce lead in your drinking 
water. 

HEALTH EFFECTS OF LEAD 

Lead can cause serious health prob¬ 
lems if too much enters your body 
from drinking water or other sources. 
It can cause damage to the brain and 
kidneys, and can interfere with the 
production of red blood cells that 
carry oxygen to all parts of your body 
The greatest risk of lead exposure is 
to infants, young children, and preg¬ 
nant women. Scientists have linked 
the effects of lead on the brain with 
lowered IQ in children. Adults with 
kidney problems and high blood pres¬ 
sure can be affected by low levels of 
lead more than healthy adults. Lead 
is stored in the bones and it can be 
released later in life. During pregnan¬ 
cy, the child receives lead from the 
mother’s bones, which may affect 
brain development. 

SOURCES OF LEAD 

Lead is a common metal found in the 
environment. Drinking water is one 
possible source of lead exposure. 
The main sources of lead exposure 


are lead-based paint and lead-con¬ 
taminated dust or soil, and some 
plumbing materials. In addition, lead 
can be found in certain types of pot¬ 
tery, pewter, brass fixtures, food, and 
cosmetics. Other sources include 
exposure in the work place and expo¬ 
sure from certain hobbies (lead can 
be carried on clothing or shoes). 
Lead is found in some toys, some 
playground equipment, and some 
children's metal jewelry. 

Brass faucets, fittings, and valves, 
including those advertised as “lead- 
free,” may contribute lead to drinking 
water. The law currently allows end- 
use brass fixtures, such as faucets, 
with up to 8 percent lead to be 
labeled as “lead-free.” 

The City Of Stanford Water Work 
does not have lead in its source 
water nor do we have lead water 
mains in our system. When water is 
in contact with pipes, and plumbing 
containing lead for several hours, the 
lead may enter drinking water. 
Homes built before 1988 are more 
likely to have lead pipes or lead sol¬ 
der. 

EPA estimates that 10 to 20 percent 
of a person’s potential exposure to 
lead may come from drinking water. 
Infants who consume mostly formula 
mixed with lead-containing water can 
receive 40 to 60 percent of their 
exposure to lead from drinking water. 
Don’t forget about other sources of 
lead such as lead paint, lead dust, 
and lead in soil. Wash your children’s 
hands and toys often as they can 
come into contact with dirt and dust 
containing lead. 

STEPS YOU CAN TAKE 
TO REDUCE YOUR EXPOSURE 
TO LEAD IN YOUR WATER 

1. Run your water to flush out lead. 

Run water for 15-30 seconds to flush 
lead from interior plumbing or until it 
becomes cold or reaches a steady 
temperature before using it for drink¬ 
ing or cooking, if it hasn’t been used 
for several hours. 

2. Use cold water for cooking and 
preparing baby formula. Do not 

cook with or drink water from the hot 
water tap; lead dissolves more easi¬ 
ly into hot water. Do not use water 
from the hot water tap to make baby 
formula. 

3. Do not boil water to remove 
lead. Boiling water will not reduce 
lead. 

4. Look for alternative sources or 
treatment of water. You may want to 
consider purchasing bottled water or 
a water filter. Read the package to 
be sure the filter is approved to 
reduce lead or contact NSF 
International at 800-NSF-8010 or 
www.nsf.org for information on per¬ 
formance standards for water filters. 
Be sure to maintain and replace a fil¬ 
ter device in accordance with the 
manufacturer’s instructions to protect 
water quality. 

5. Test your water for lead. For

6. Get your child’s blood tested. 


Contact your local health department 
or healthcare provider to find out how 
you can get your child tested for lead, 
if you are concerned about exposure.

The 
law currently allows end-use brass 
fixtures, such as faucets, with up to 
8% lead to be labeled as “lead-free.”

The Lead exceedance was discov¬ 
ered in our routine testing of 
December 2013. The City of 
Stanford Water Works is in the 
process of starting a corrosion 
inhibitor program which will help 
in reducing the corrosiveness of 
the source water. The lead levels 
have slightly increased over the 
past 3 yrs.
